We 
V7ill merely seek to bring before the reader three 
points in their shocking and blasphemous teach- 
ings in the hope that it may be the means of pre- 
serving some from becoming entangled in the fa- 
tal snare, and preparing the Lord's dear people to 
withstand the evil, should they come in contact 
with it. Agents are going around the country 
selling their books, and you may have one at your 
door any day. I would 'b^^ of you my dear read- 
er, to have nothing whatever to do Avith these evil 
teachings for they are ruinous to the soul, being a 
vile attack of Satan to rob us of the true Christ of 
G-od. 

Tiie first thing we would draw your attention to 
is, that this school of infidelity teaches, that our 
blessed Lord Jesus was not cdways divine, that He 
was a created being of the highest order, and 
therefore was not always God. 

How plain it is to the prayerful. Christian read- 
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er of holy scriptnre, that in the four Gospels there 
is to be seen the fulness of the Godhead in that 
meek and lowly One, the Man Christ Jesus. His 
every act declares that He is God and man in one 
person. He could weei) at the grave of Lazarus: 
that tells us He was a man. He could call back to 
life the body of Lazarus, when corruption was al- 
ready there; and in this we see that He was God. 
(Jno. 11.) He gave sight to one who was born 
blind: He forgave sins; Yfhen asked if He was 
the Son of the Blessed, He said he was. In all His 
works and ivays, from the manger to the cross, 
He proved that He was ' 'God manifest in the flesh. " 
Though born in Bethlehem, He eternally existed

illni to jnako Idiinself ''Of no repuijation, " take 
''■che form OL a servanc.'"' and 'hlie Jikeness of 
men," hu nble Himself to ''t]ie death of the cross," 
(PbJ. 2: 7,8) in order that all who beiiove in Him 
as tLeir Saviour might share with i^im His eter- 
nal joys. 

In Col. I: 16 we are told that the One through 
whose blood we have redemption, and the forgive- 
ness of sins, is the One hj whom oM tilings were 
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c-reated in heaven (mid in eartfi^ and verse 17 says, 
''He is hefore all tfdngs^ and \)j Him all things con- 
sist." So that tlie Christ of Col. I is the God of 
Genesis I. V/hat weighty Y/ords are these in Col. 
1:19, ' 'For it pleased the Father that in Him 
{Ph:s\^t) ^iioxAdi all fulness dweliy And in verse 9 
of chapter 3 we have that which should silence 
every opposing voice, ''for in Mimi (Christ) dwelletli 
all tliefidness of the Goddiead hodilyd' This is strong 
language, and sad will be the doom of hiin who 
turns away from it. 

The first few verses of the first chapter of the 
Gospel of John clearly unfold the truth of the ab- 
solute Deity of our Lord. Notice how it reads: 
' ^In the beginning toas the Vf ord, and the Vf ord 
was with God, a'?ic? ^-Ae Word ivajS Godd^ It is not 
from the beginning, but in the beginning, He did 
not begin to be. Me vfas God. When the first 
thing that ever began to be, did begin, He was 
there; the Cveaior. This is the One of whom we 
read in verse 14, ^dlie WordLccuhi.^ j^^^^] ^ ^ .-d dirji 
uinoiuj nsd' What a mj^stery, "God maulftst in 
the flesh I' ^ Well may our hearts go out in praise 
and Yforsliip to Him for such love and grace. 

This same truth is brought out "'oj the Bpirit of 
God writmg through the apostle Paul in i Tim. 3: 
16. "And wiihouu ccntroverB3", great is the mys- 
tery of godliness: G(>''^ ''-^fs maiiif^-p b.i defe.d)^ jus- 
tified in the Spirit, s^^' » of aii^jeh:^''^ etc. If poor falh 
en man, under the blinding iniiuenGe of SaL-an, 
vv^as unable to see God in that wondrous Ma.n 
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Christ Jesns, angdscoidd.'^'' Then what, dear read- 
er, are we to think of those who tell us that our 
blessed Lord was not always God? 'We do not hesi 
tate to say that such tea^ohing comes from him 
who "is a liar, and the father of it." See John 8:44. 

Could the Lord Jesus use such language as the 
following, if He were not God? "Before Abraham 
was, I AM,'' John 8:58. From the reading of Exo- 
dus 3:13 it is to be seen that this is one of His na- 
mes. Moses th©re says, "They shall say to me, 
What is his name ? what shall I saiT- unto them ? ' 
and the answer was, ^^ I AM that I AM: and He said, 
thus shalt thou say unto the children of Israel, / 
.lil/ hath sent me unto you." This name the bless- 
ed Lord claims to be His in the eighth of John. 
' 'The Jews sought the more to kill liim, because 
He not only had broken the Sabbath, but said al- 
so that God was His Father, making himself equal 
witli Godd^ John 5:18. In chax3ter 10 we are told 
that the Jews took ujj stones to stone Him, and 
"answered Him, saying, for a good work we stone 
Thee not; but for blasphemy; and because that 
Thou, being a man, makest thyself Gody See verse 
33. 

In John 1:18 we have the words, ^Hhe Oidy Begot- 
ten Son which is in the bosom of the Father, lie 
hath declared Ilim.'^ When scripture speaks of 
Him as "17ie First Begotten'''' it is the place He has 
taken in time as Head or Chief, ''The Only Begot- 
6? ft" is what He ever was, "First Begotten" of 
Hob. 1:6, and "First born" of Col. i:15, are the 
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same word in the original, and constitute a title 
wliich is given Him, when, as born into the world, 
He takes His place as Head of the creation which 
His own hands had made. He is the ' 'First born 
of the whole creation. " This place begins in time. 
But the title, ''Only Begotten" refers to what He 
is in the Father's bosom in eternity. This is of the 
deepest importance. The Only begotten Son sub- 
sists in the Father's bosom, fills that bosom from 
eternity to eternity. No other has this unique re- 
lationship with the Father. Through the mighty 
redemption of the cross many sons will be brought 
to glory, but the eternal Son alone is the ' 'Only 
begotten" in the Father's bosom. And , He it is 
who has declared the Father. No other could. 
And it is as the gift of the Father's love that He 
has done so. ' 'For G-od so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. " John 3:16. Blessed revelation! But 
this i>recioiis verse which has been the means of 
bringing peace and joy to countless multitudes is 
completely nullified hj this wretched system, of 
Millennial Dawnism: for, if it be true tliat Christ 
was only a created, being, then God had no Son to 
give; and the Father and His ineffable love remain 
still unrevealed. A^o mere creature^ however great or 
glorious, coidd reveal God. The finite could not de- 
clare the infinite. Only One v/liose personal glory is 
commensurate V7ith the Father's glory could reveal 
the Father in the infinitude of His love and grace. 
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Thank God He who dwells in the Father's bosom 
has done so. 

In proof of His being eternally the Son of God 
tak e note of the following scriptures. ' 'In this was 
manifested the loYe of God toward ns, because 
that God sent Uis Only Begotten Soil into the world 
that we might liye through Him. i John 4:9. ''God 
sent not His Son into the world to condemn the 
world:" etc. John 3:17. ''He that spared not His 
Oivn Son^ but delivered Him up for us all," etc, 
Rom. 8:32. ''The Only Begotten Son^ which is in the 
bosom of the Father, He liatJi declared Ilim.^^ John 
1:18. 

From the scriptures we have been considering — 
and many others bring out the same line of truth 
— how plain it is to be seen that the One who 
walked this earth as the despised and rejected Man 
Christ Jesus, is the selfsame Cne who brought 
worlds into being, who formed :nan'of the dtist 
of the ground," who rgo^e with Adam, visited 
Abraham, revealed His mind to Moses, walKred 
with the three Hebrew children through the midst 
of the burning fiery furnace, stopyiecl the lions' 
mouths thac they should not hurt His servant 
Daniel, etc» hTothing can be plainer to one v^hose 
mind is formed by holy scripture, than that the 
Jesus Christ of the I^ew Testa-^nent is the God of 
vfhom we read from first to last in the Old — "God 
manifest in the Hesh." Yfe need not be surprised if 
we find the evil one attackii?g thlQ truth to the 
bitter end, using clever men as Ms instruments, 
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but for those Yflio know and Ioyg ..the Lord Iioy/ 
coiiifortiiig th.e tlioiigM tliat our Savionr is the 
mighty God. 

The second point we would briefly consider in 
coiiiiection with this school of false teaching, is, 
that they would have us believe that our blessed 
Lord Jesus is no longer a Man, but that at His 
resurrection His body ''evaporated into gases/' or 
"is preserved by God as a rneiiioriar' in some se- 
cluded part of His universe. We are not at a loss 
to find scripture to prove the fallacy of such teach- 
ing. In the last chaxjter of Luke when Me appear- 
ed in the midst of His disciples He showed them 
His hands and His feet bearing the marks of the 
nails. Hear Mis own words, "Behold my hands 
and mj feet, Tliat it is I 3{ysdf: handle me, and 
see; For a spirit Iirdh not flesh and hones (is ye see me 
have. And lie "did eat before them." The two who 
stood before the astonished disciples as they were 
"gazing up into heaven, " as recorded in the first 
chapter of The Acts, said: "Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven? This same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, 
shall so come tii like manner as ye have seen Hini 
go into heaven.'' Can any one read the first chap- 
ter of The Acts without admitting that the blessed 
Lord was a real Jlan after His resurrection? "He 
showed Himself alive," gave "many infallible 
proofs," spoke to them "of the things pertaining 
to the kingdom of God," assembled together with 
them;" "commanded them," answered their quest- 
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ions, and last of all "He was taken up; and a 
cloud received Him out of their sight. " 

Following Him still further we find Him a Man 
in the glory. When His faithful serYant Stephen, 
a man ''full of the Holy Ghost," was looking "up 
steadfastly into heaven," as the stones were fall- 
ing thick and fast around him, he sav7 Jesus stand- 
ing there, and. said, "Behold I see the heavens 
opened, and the JScm of Man standing on the right 
hand of God«" Acts 7:56. 

Paul in vfriting his epistle- to Timothy says, 
' 'There is one God. and one mediator between God 
and men, the Man Christ Jesus." 1 Tim. 2:5. 

Matthew, referring to a day that is yet to come, 
says, ' 'For as the lightning conaeth out of the east, 
and shineth even unto the west; so shall also' the 
coming of the Son of Man be." Chapter 24:27. And 
in chapter 25:31 we read, "When the Son of Man 
shall come in His glory." etc. 

Mark, another inspired vvriter, speaking of the 
same time, says, ' 'Then shall they see the Son of 
Man coming in the clouds, with great power and 
glory." Chapter 13:28. 

Luke writes; "Then shall they see the Son of 
Man coming in a cloud with power and great glo- 
ry." Chapter 21:27. 

Scriptures could be multiplied to prove that our 
blessed Lord Jesus is a Ma,n on the throne of God 
today, but the foregoing is enough to show, to 
any who are willing to accept the word of God, 
v/liat He has revealed, on this subject. 
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These false teachers tell us that our Lord's ' 'hu- 
man nature had to foe consecrated to death before 
He could receive even the pledge of the divine na- 
ture," and that not until He had actually sacri- 
ficed the human nature, even unto death, did our 
Lord Jesus become partaker of the divine nature, 
and that since His resurrection He is what He 
never was before that is, "a god," and only in that 
sense will they acknowledge Him as divine. 

Then, according to this wicked system of teach- 
ing, there are three distinct and separate beings, 
first this ''created being of the highest order," 
then the man Jesus Christ, and last of all, when 
this man had died, and forever ceased to be, they 
tell us of '^a god;" and this is the oa.e they present 
to us in the stead of the true Christ of God. Dear 
reader, can you afford to let go the Christ our God 
has given us, and who has told out His love for us 
in dying on Calvary's cross for our eternal re- 
demption, for the one this wretched system pre- 
sents? Never, no, never. 

Our third point is in connection with the Holy 
Spirit. And here Millennial Dawnism is as false 
as on these other points which we have been con- 
sidering. But we need not wonder, for the entire 
system is Satanic, and an effort to rob us of the 
truth of the Godhead. They tell as that the Holy 
Spirit is not a divine person. Let us see how scrip- 
ture speaks of Him. In Romans 8 He is spoken of 
as making intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered. We also have the 
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words, "The mind of the Spirit," in the same 
chapter. In Rev. 22:17 we have the vfords, "The 
^Spi^it and the bride say come." In Eph. 4: 30 we 

are told not to grieve the Holy Spirit of God. And 
in Matt. 28:19 we are told to baptize "in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost." I would like to ask if anything ^ that has 
not a distinct personality could '''make intercession^ "^ 
''liave a mindV^ ''''say come?^' Be ''"grievedV Have 
a name on an equality with the Father and the Son? 
Thousands are falling victims to these evil 
teachings, showing how rapidly the apostacy is 
setting in, and our prayer is that the. Lord will 
preserve our readers from the snare the evil one 
is so subtly spreading for our feet, and from which 
very few are ever recovered. 

''^'NoTE. — It is true that the word God has been 
pleased to use in the Greek to denote . the third 
person in the Trinty is in the neuter '.gender, but 
this has nothing to do with the personality- of the 
Holy Ghost. In John 4:24 where it is said '-'God 
is a Spirit," and in Hek 1:7, where He makes "His 
.angels spirits, and His ministers a flame of fire," 
the words "Spirits," and "spirits," are in the neu- 
ter gender, while flame is in- the feminine. But 
who would have the hardihood to say that this 
affected the i^ersonality of either God or the an- 
gels? The language used in connection with the 
Holy Spirit leaves absolutely no question as to 
His personalitj^. Onty a mind blinded by Satan 
can deny it.
